EDMONTON NEWS 


September !9-A live explosive device and a canopy 
from a military jet fell from the sky and landed in 
front of golfers at the Terra Pines Golf Course. 
October 13-American pilot Richard Hansen 
crashed his plane in an empty playground in cen- 
tral Edmonton, after he said he ran out of fuel. 
27-The “classroom of the future” at Britannia Jun- 
ior High replaced pencils and paper with comput- 
ers. Avideo camera and television allowed a teacher 
to reach 120 students simultaneously. 
November 5-Edmonton hosted the Canadian Fi- 
nals Rodeo (CFR). 
12-"Party in your parka!” Festivities got underway 
as the city hosted the 1997 Grey Cup. 
17-Maple Leaf Foods closed its 91-year-old hog 
plant after workers hit the picket lines in a wage 
dispute. 
25-Jim Frame, 46, was rescued after being trapped 
for nearly six hours under a block of cement at the 
Red Arrow Bus maintenance yards. 
26-In Clareview, Jennifer Petruik was killed by her 
abusive husband, Ken, who then killed himself. 
Ken violated a restraining order filed against him. 
December 1 1-Jeffrey Dean Larson, 19, was 
charged with two counts of criminal negligence 
causing death, and two counts of criminal negli- 
gence causing bodily harm, after failing to stop at 
a marked crosswalk in Mill Woods and killed Kaylah 
Stace, 9, and her brother, Brent, 8. Residents de- 
manded a set of lights be installed at the crosswalk. 
22-Brent Maitson was charged with uttering a 
forged document and theft under $5000, which the 
ward 5 city councillor claimed was a mix-up. 
25-Edmonton experienced its first brown Christ- 
mas in 100 years, thanks to El Nino. 
January 2-The holiday Checkstops resulted in 65 
impaired drivers charged, up from 42 in 1996. 
February 26-The Capital Health Authority can- 
celled all but the most urgent elective surgeries, 
after no hospital beds were available. 
March 2-Self-proclaimed New York investment 
banker Michael Largue flew to our city claiming he 
wanted to buy the Oilers. He was later found to be 
acon artist, and not supposed to leave the U.S. 
20-Hospital support workers walked off the job 
protesting wages for six hours. 
31-Licensed practical nurses held a illegal walk- 
off for two days. They also protested wages. 
April 14-Edmonton Public School teachers ac- 
cepted a new contract. 
24-The local investors who bought the Oilers, fi- 
nalized the deal to keep the team in the city. 
28-Brent Maitson was charged with two counts of 
assault, stemming from a fight in the west-end. 
May 6-East Edmonton was rocked by two bombs 
that exploded at Rusty's Two, on Argyll Road and 
77th street. The strip bar was vacant, under reno- 
vation, and had its roof blown off. 
June 9-A CFRN reporter learned she was the ob- 
ject of the “interception of private communications.” 
On the 15th, a Journal reporter and a Sun col- 
umnist also learned their phones were tapped ear- 
% lier this year, for two months. 
15-A 28-year-old father was fatally stabbed in St. 
Anne Park in the west-end. Tony March's death 
led to a petition for a curfew for teens, as it is al- 
leged a group of teens were involved in the crime. 
23-Police dog Caesar was shot to death by 20-year- 
old Chad Yurko, after the dog was sent to prevent 
Yurko from wandering around a field by three 
schools while holding a gun. 


AROUND ALBERTA 


September 29-The Alberta Growth Summit kicked 


off. Premier Ralph Klein and industry leaders met 
to discuss plans for the future of our province. 
October 4-Thousands of Alberta teachers marched 
a Saturday protest at the Alberta Legislature, de- 
manding more money for public education, smaller 
classes, and higher salaries. The following Mon- 
day, Premier Klein said the government will not 
spend more. 

27-On the Samson Reserve near Hobbema, little 
Tamara died hours after she was born in a ditch 
on the side of a road because her parents could 
not get to a hospital. 

November 19-It was announced Red Deer students 
will get the chance to have school year-round. 
December 15-Near Pincher Creek, a massive man- 
hunt turned up nothing in the double-homicide 
involving Peter Sopow, 52, and Lorraine McNab, 
47. 

22-Just outside Girouxville, Josée Labbé-Fortin, 
5, and Ashleigh Lefebvre, 4, drowned in a neighbor's 
dugout, after the step-sisters wandered away from 
home. 

January 28-University of Alberta students pro- 
tested massive cuts and rising tuitions; they wanted 
tuition levels down from $3,500 to $500 a year. 
30-Catholic officials from a Calgary church re- 
turned $80,000 in lottery money after Premier Klein 
accused Catholics of being hypocritical for accept- 
ing the cash, while opposing video lottery terminal 
(VLT) gambling. 

February 12-For the first time in over 20 years, 
personal income taxes went down in Alberta. 
March 2-The provincial government decided to 
change the way video lottery terminals were pro- 
grammed, to control their addictiveness. 
17-Calgarians dug out from the snowfall of the 
century that paralyzed their city. 

22-An investigation was underway as to why 
Connie Jacobs, and her son were shot to death by 
an RCMP officer on an Indian reserve near Okotoks. 
April 2-The Supreme Court of Canada nuled that 
Alberta must change its human rights code to in- 
clude protection for homosexuals. 

Throughout May, fires raged through thousands 
of hectares of northern Alberta's forests due to hot, 
dry weather. Communities were threatened by the 
fires, including Swan Hills, and Drayton Valley. 
12-In St. Paul, Barclay Macfie was convicted of first 
degree murder for last summer's death of his es- 
tranged wife, Carol Meredith.

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THE MONTREAL 
ICE STORM 


January 6, 1998 was the first of five 
days of freezing rain in the Montreal area. 
This five day disaster was literally “the storm 
of the century” . Steel power pylons col- 
lapsed inwards from the weight of the ice 
and snow. The ice completely encased cars, 
hung off houses and snapped power lines. 
In some places there was up to two inches of 
ice hanging off and breaking thousands of 
trees. Millions of Quebers were without 
electricity. About forty percent of the power 
grid on the south shore was destroyed and 
took as minimum of two weeks to be 
replaced. Some places used temporary lines 
and some had to be rebuilt completely. 
Thousands of people were forced to evacuate 
their homes and stay in shelters. This 
storm did not only effect Quebec, but it also 
had an effect on all of Canada. 1500 
Edmonton troops alone were sent on ice 
storm relief work, along with an army truck 
kitchen , sent by rail. 2400 soldiers in the 
eleventh Canadian Mechanized Brigade 
Group from Edmonton and Manitoba were 
sent to south Montreal. 

Army and police members from all over 
Canada were at the site of the storm 
patrolling the streets, feeding the people who 
were forced out of their homes, setting up 
emergency generators, clearing roads and 
providing medical care. The damage that 
was caused by the storm was estimated to 
take up to a year to repair. A storm of this 
size will stay with the survivors for the rest 
of thier lives and it will stay in our memory 
for a long time to come.

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VLT’S - THE 
CONTROVERSY 


Six thousand Video Lottery Terminals 
have been installed in Alberta pubs and 
cocktail lounges, — generating nearly one bil- 
lion dollars of extra revenue each year for 
the provincial government. Albertans have 
been told they have a fair and reasonable 
chance to win money playing these electron- 
ic slot machines; but five years of extensive 
research shows that VLTs are the biggest 
scam ever perpetrated by a government. 

The Alberta Gaming Commission states, 
and advertises, a 92% payout from these 
machines; however they have declined to 
provide the actual odds of winning. It is 
apparent that the odds are so bad that they 
will not advertise or otherwise divulge them. 
Research indicates that the average “odds” 
are substantially less than the payout and 
cashout percentages promoted by the 
Alberta Gaming Commission. 

Late in 1994 Alberta Lotteries imple- 
mented a “Firmware” programming change 
province-wide. As reported by the news 
media, this “chip swap” was supposed to 
increase the number of smaller pays, while 
maintaining the advertised payout, at the 
same level. The players know differently. It 
appears that the Alberta Gaming 
Commission entered into a second phase of 
cunning psychological manipulation, pre- 
suming that “addicted” players would con- 
tinue to pour loonies into their machines. It 
is clear that the payout patterns change for 
all of the games including Fire Reel, Super 
Eight, Double Loon, Lightening Bars and the 
card games. A “win some, lose some” situa- 
tion has become a “lose some, lose some 
more” scenario, causing many VLT player to 
quit playing the games all together because 
they just can’t win.
